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WRECK OF THE STEINMAN

Full Details of the Destructive
Disaster and Terrible

Loss of Life.

List of the Passengers and
Seamen Who Went Down

in the Deep.

Nine Souls Out of One "Hun- -

dred and Twenty-Nin- e

Saved.

Boston, April 5. A special to the Her-
ald from Halifax, received late last night,
9878 the Steamer Daniel Steinmann struck
about ten o'clock Thursday night on the
bead rock shoal about 200 yards distant
frcm Sambro Light, during a terrific gaie
and dense fog She immediately backed
off and the text moment struck on the
fxardner shoal. An immense hole was
knocked in her botton, so speedily filling
her with water that she went down in a
lew minutes. So far as is at present known
femt one life boat was launched, but how
many it first contained is not known.
About midnight the men on Sambro island
observed a boat making for the shore and
guided it with torches to Cabin Cave where
the occupants, five of the crew and two pas
sengers, landed : after daylight broke two
persons could be seen

THE RESCUE

The government steamer "NewfiWd, left
this morning for Sambro island,running
at seven o'clock wjthin a few hundred
yards of he island. She cast anchor and
proceeded to make neccessary preparations
for getting the survivors from the island.
A boat was launched and the men pulled
for the spot where the survivors were
awaiting relief. Upon landing, the sailors
and passengers were interviewed by the
rescuing party, and the following details of
the dreadful catastrophe were elided bv
the reporter.

THE ASSISTANT LIGHT HOUSE KEEPER

says that on the night of the wreck he was
in charge of the fog whistle, the regular
whistler having been called to the mam
land. The whistle was being repaired, and
as the fog had nearly cleared for a time he
ceased sounding the thistle at 8:4o p. m.
He soon saw a vessel's light at eea, and at
9:45 began sounding the whistle again. He
saw the vessel strike and the light house
men put out in a boat, but the gale com
pelled them to return.

THE CAPTAIN'8 STATEMENT.

He was steering slow and constantly
sounding. About 9:15 he saw a faint light.
taking it for the Chebnoto he steered for it,
but soon discovered it was the Sambro
light. He then put about but too late, and
the vessel struck on the rocks. The night
was dark and foggv, with a driving wind
and rain. At no time did he hear the fog
whistle off Sambro. The ship was lying
to pretty quiet with little sea. I ordered
the chief and second mates to lower boats
and

mg one boat already in the water,
the crew were working with a will. I saw
the ship coming "nearer to the breakers
again, when I ran forward to see that
the chain cable was not broken. Before
getting there z monstrous sea broke over
ihe poop, washing overboard every pas-
senger children and women who stood on
dei-- k This was immediately followed by
an awful crash and the ship

stern first, carrying everyone down who
was on deck, and those who were below.
I. ran up for the rigging but was washed
out before getting 'halt way, but I aft r-
ewards succeeded .in catching the top sail
yard which stood: just above the water, and
a moment after a passenger was able to
join me. The night was foggy and
raining and we saw nothing more
Next morning we were gallantly rescued
by three men upon the Sambro in one of
our own boats, there being no lifeboat or
rocket apparatus upon the island. Some of
the crew had already succeeded in reaching
land through the surf. The number of
passengers drowned was ninety,crew thirty
three ; saved, passengers three, crew six.

CONFLAGRATIONS.
Terrible Distillery Fire One

Hundred and Fifty Head
of Stock Cremated.

Terrible Destruction in the
Turpentine Orchards of

the South.
Disastrous Blazes Reported

at Various Other
Points.

Aurora, Ind., April 5. Freiburg &
Workum's distillery at Petersburg. Ky.f
across the Ohio river, was burnt d at 3
o'clock this morning. The Aurora fire
company with an engine crossed on the
ferry and saved the bunded warehouse and
oiher adjacent property. Eight hundred
head of cattle, a large stock of corn and
whisky in process of manufacture, were de-

stroyed, together with several dwelling
houses of the workmen. One hundred and
fifty nipn are thrown out of employment.
Messrs. Freiburg & Workura say an insu-
rance of 30,000 covers the entire property
and that the loss will coiue below that sum.

Burning Forests.
Raleigh, N C, Aprif 5. JReports of

damage by the forest fires conliuue. In.
Johnston countv, a fresh fire has broken
out destroying great quantities of timber
as well as dwellings. The people
are greatly alarmed, and are laboring un-
ceasingly night and day, combating the
flames.

Along the Caroline Central railroad the
woods are burniug for a distance of sixty
miles.

In Moore, Kobison, Johnston, Cumber- -
laud. Binder and .Richmond counties, the
bulk of damage is done. A number of
people are homeless, and nearly all the saw
mills in some sections are burned, as well
as the churches and dwellings. Turpentine
orchards of five thousaud to ten thousand
trees each, are burutd, almost ruining their
owners. The fire is a heavy blow to the
lumber industry in that section of the state.

torch. The entire reserve force of police
has been ordered on duty to night and a
large force will be sent to Cooper institute
to suppress any riotous demonstration.

PERIL IN A PIT.

A Mine Containing Two 'Hun
dred Workmen Suddenly

Flooded.

Braidwood, 111., April "4. This dIium
to-d- ay came near being visited by a disas
ter more terrible than the Diamond mina
disaster of a year ago. At noon news
reached here of the flooding of the old
shaft of the Albngnt mine of the Bur-
lington Coal company. Two hundred men
were at work in the mine at the
tiaie. All escaped but five Italian minen
who worked in a different part of the mim
from the rest. No one notified them of th
break and they were not seen to come oaf
though some think they may have escapee
with the rest and gone home during the ex-
citement. The break was first discovered
by the driver, who rushed on top and in-
formed the superintendent, who gave the
alarm to the miners at work in
the face who passed word of the
danger from room to room. The excite-
ment was intense. Some of the men were
perfectly wild and ran pellmeil over one
another, turning into this roai out of that
to avoid a l6w place until tbey reached the
edge, where the water was about four feet
deep. On being raised to the top many
of them were almost entirely exhausted.
Vigorous efforts are being put forth to get
the water out so an examination may be
made of the rooms to see that all are "ont,
and it is thought an entrance can be effect-
ed to-nig- ht.

Fond of Fighting.
Pittsburg, April 5 A dispatch from

Cumberland. Md , says a prize fight came
off at Hyndmann, Pa , near the Maryland
state line at an early hour this morning
between a Hungarian named Nickvest,
formerly a St. Louis sport, and an un-
known man, alleged to be Kilraine, the
Boston pugilist. The fiiiht was arranged
a short time ago and the party left Hunt-
ington. Pa , last night in coal cars, arriv-
ing at Hyndman at 3 oVlock this morning.
During the trip a melee occurred on the
train, in which several persons were
injured. Arriving at Hyndman a
ring was pitched and the fight begun.
Fifty-thre-e rounds were fought, with the
advantage about even, when a cry of foul
was raised and a terrible riot ensued, in
which pistols and knives were freely used.
The riot lasted some time, and at its con-
clusion three men, including Ntckvest, lav
stretched on the ground dead, while several
others were badlv wounded. Nickvest was
shot through the head. No arrests are re
ported.

Justice Harlan, of the United States
supreme court, was examined by the
Springer commitiee to-da- y, relative to
charges aganst Governor Murray, o
Utah. The former was the legal adviser
of Governor Murray. When the charges
were made in 1S76, Justice Harlan visited
Washington and had an audience with,
Tail, then attorney general. The attorney
general at that interview, Judge Harlan
testified, said clearly and explicitly Gov.
Murray had not knowingly made any im-
proper charges. In reference to Governor
Murray's character Judge Harlan said:
"There is no man in -- Kentucky for whose
integrity, both as an officer and man, the
people of that state without distinction to
party would more readily vouch than for
him. He has secured the enmity of some
in the discharge of his duties, but beyond
that very few people would question his
integrity.
